MEN OVER 38 ARE 
~BLIMINATED FROM | 
DRAFT LIABILITY 


Simultaneously with the halt- 
ing of all enlistments of men be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 37 and} 
the supplying of both army and| 
navy needs for personnel through 
selective service, the induction of 
men who have reached their 38th 
birthday has been summarily 
halted by national selective ser- 
vice officials. 





Verification of this action was 
received yesterday morning by 
Upland Selective Service Board 
149 in a telegram from Lt. Col. 
K. §. Leitch, state selective ser- 
vice director, which advised: 

“The War Department has is- 
sued orders effective immediate- 
ly which suspend induction of 
registrants who have reached 
their thirty-eighth anniversary of 
their birth. Local boards will stay 
the induction of any registrant 
who has reached his thirty-eighth 
birthday prior to induction. Such 
registrants are not to be forward- 
ed to induction stations.” 

The order is expected to cut 
down considerably on scheduled 
inductions during the present 
month, it was said by Thomas E. 
Howarton, chairman of the Up- 
land board. Induction of many 
younger married men also is ex- 
pected to be hastened as a result 
of the order, it was indicated.

he is right now, what kind of clothing and heat does he 


have?’’ ‘‘And food, at best can it be much better than thin 
soup or dog meat?” 


Each of us is in this war, just the same as Bill, 

A few months ago, he left the Chaffey high school cam- 
pus to join the battle line for us. He was on the island of 
Guam when the Japs came along. 

Now, the difference between us and Bill, is that we are 
on the home front. We have all the e mforts and security 
ef home. Bill has all the comforts of an enemy prison camp 
and all the security afforded by the treacherous Japs. Lite 
goes on for us about the same as always—and for Bill, well

Most people are making more money now than for many 
years. «Jobs are plentiful. There are no ‘‘noor’’ families 
among us. 


At the same time Bill is enduring a life of ‘‘seareity’’ of 


We are living in an era of plenty. 


everything. 


What is our obligation to Bill and to the hundreds of 
thousands of other young fellows who are actually in the 
“ploody serap? : 

Bill and his buddies in the armed forees are our partners 
im this war. As partners, therefore, we should be willing 
to do on the home front what Bill was willing to do on 
Guam. 

Our first job is to get Bill and his buddies back here! 

What will that take? Bill didn’t ask any questions when 
he volunteered and landed on Guam. 

Our job on the home front is to go the limit in giving 
everything we have. 

We cannot reach Bill and many other fellows far away 
from here. But what we do and the way we do it will in- 
directly touch Bill and all our other partners on the battle 
front. 


Uplanders, we think, have been unusually responsive to 
the appeals in forming the civilian defense organizations, 
in learning first aid, in contributing to drives and, in gen- 
eral, in giving whole-hearted support to the war effort. 

Yet, if we kept Bill and our other partners always in 
mind, perhaps there would be less grumbling and less apathy. 


What we must put up with because of the rationing of 
gasoline, of sugar and of other food is insignificantly trivial 
eompared with what our ‘‘partners’’ are doing on the bat- 
tle front. 

We must bring Bill back home.

GASOLINE ALLOWED 
FOR AIR OBSERVERS 


In the effort: to save the tires 
and’’gasoline of: observers’ man- 
ning’ the Upland air» “warning 
post, preparatory to the ration- 
ing of gasoline, use of a 1930 
Model A Ford was secured to 
provide shuttle service to carry 
observers to and from the post.

The completed applications are 
to be left at the chamber office 
for Mr. McMasters to sign.
